THE TREASURY. 


OPERATIONS OF THE YEAR ENDING WITH 
JUNE. 
Special Diepatch to The Chicaco Tribune, 

Wasuinorton, D. C., July 2.—The following ex- 
planation of the fiscal operations of the Treas- 
ury for the year ending June 90 is furnished by 
Mr. John M. Carson, clerk of the Committee on 
Ways and Means: 

The ordinary receipts of the Government for 
the fiscal year ending Friday, last were the 
largest since- ite foundation, except the years 
1866 and 1867. and it is not fair to compare the 
last year with the two named, for the reason 
that since the year 1867 the sources of revenue 
bave been largely reduced by iegisiation. In 
1866 the net ordinary receipts were in round 
figures $520,000,000, and in 1867 they were $463,- 
000,000. For the year ending June 30, 1882, they 
were, as nearly as can now be ascertained, 
$403,000,000, furnishing a 

NET SURPLUS FOR THE YEAR 

of $151,684,350, and a reduction in the public 
debt of that amount. The reduction in the debt 
tor June was $12,560,697, and the average month- 
ly reduction for the year just closed was $12,- 
640,362. The average monthly reduction for the 
preceding year was $5,346,447. An examination 
of the figures of the interest-bearing debt shows 
that since July 1, 1881, there Nas deen a reduc- 
tion of $175,767,450, and the result of this reduc- 
tion is that we start on the new fiscal year with 
our liability for the annual puyment of interest 
reduced from $75,000.000 to $57,000,000—a reduc- 
tion in the permanent expenditures of $18.000,- 
000 per annum. the ,000,000 of extended 6 

r cent bonds still borne on the debt statement, 

137,000 have been called, the last two calls in- 
cluding the remainder of the loan of July and 
August, 1861—the first war loan—and 815,000. 000 
of the loan of 1863. 
OF THE REMAINDER OF THE LOAN OF 1861 
reported as still outstanding—$11,137,050—over 
$8,000,000 were redeemed to the close ot business 
yesterday. The next call to mature, and the 
only call now out, is for 815.000. 000 of the loan of 
1863, which amount will be redeemable on Aus. 
I, and the redemption of which will leave less 
than $33 .000,000 outstanding of bonds originally 
issued at 6 per cent. In view of the largely in- 
creased appropriations made by Congress for 
the coming fisea! year, and the prospective re- 
duction of taxation by the same body, it is 
doubtfal whether the Secretary of the Treasury 
will issue another cail for bonds until Congress 
has completed its work for the present session. 
THE TREASURER’S STATEMENT OF LIABILI- 

TIES AND ASSETS 
shows that since June 1 the Treasury has gained 
2,547,772 silver dollars. a number about equal to 
the monthiy coinage of these pieces. e num- 
ber of standard silver dollars now in the Treas- 
ury is 87,153,816, against which there is outstand- 
ing in silver certiticates 854 506,080, thus showing 
the Government is actually owner of 32,647,726 
of the silver dollars now held in the Treasury— 
an increase of $56,268,743 since June 1. In gold 
coin and gold bullion there is a decrease for the 
month of $5,479,155, and the available cash bal- 
ance Speapares with June 1 shows a decrease of 
$837,408, this balanve now being $140,604,474.

That an advanced period of material civiliza- 
tion spectacies whereof the one grand interest 
consisted ip the elaborate and wholesale tort- 
ure ami carnage of men and animals should 
not only have been tolerated with scarcely a 
protest for centuries, but should have f 
the chief and indispensabte amusement of 
sexes and all classes of the the population, in- 
cluding the highest—this appears on first sight 
to modern thinkers a moral fact almost in- 
credible in Hs atrocitv. And so firm, moreover, 
was their hold on popular sympathy that they 
lasted long after the convertion of the Empire 
to Christianity.

Suetonius, for instance, tels 
us that it wus the special delight of 
Claudius to watch the faces of the expiring 
gladiators, as be had come to take a kind of 
artistic pleasure in observing tiie variation in 
taeir agony. Heliogabalus and Galerius used to 
regale thetoselves While at the table with the 
spectacie of animais devoured by wild beasts; 
and Lactantius says of Galerius de never 
supped without human biood.”’ And whatis 
more horribie stell beautiful eyes, trembiing 
with passion, looked down upon the 
fight; and the noblest ladies in Rome, 
even the Empress herself, bad been known to 
crave the victor’s love.” A story toid by St. 
Augustine exhibits the ghastly fascination of 
the spectacle. A Christian friend of his had 
somehow been drawu into the amphitheatre, 
which Christians were strictly forbidden toenter, 
and resolved to guard against the temptation to 
sinful enjoyment by keeping his eyes closed: a 
sudden cry led him to look up. and he was un- 
able to withdraw his gaze again. 

If it shocks us to find among a highly civilized 
people this national consecration of cruelty, it 
is perhaps more startling that with a few ex- 
ceptions the novelists and pnilosophers of the 
day bad nota word to say against it. The re- 
fined and geutle-hearted Cicero caimly observes 
that some men think these spectacies cruei and 
inhuman, but to make this use of criminals is 
really to present to the eye amexcellent disci- 
pline against suffering and death. Juvenal's 
aristocratic feelings were outraged at the 
Roman nobility condescending to act as giadia- 
tors; but there is nothing to show that 
the spectacle in itself offended him. 
Seneca and Plutarch, as we pointed out 
before, adopt a very different tone, and Marcus 
Aurelius ordered the giadiators to tight with 
blunted swords, as he also ordered that no rope- 
dancers should perform witbout a net or a mat- 
tress being spread beneath them. But such rare 
and honorabie exceptions only help to prove the 
rule. During the reign of terror in Frauce a 
spirit very like that of the worst period of the 

oman Empire was evoked, and it has been ob- 
served that in both cases the grossest inbumani- 
ty was sometimes found united with affection 
for snimais—that is, for pet animals. Fournier 
was devoted to a squirrel, Couthon to his spaniel, 
and Marat kept doves. But it may well be ques- 
tioned whether these particular affections indi- 
cated any general temper of mercy toward man- 
kind. Even the most bloodthirsty mousters 
may havea sincere partiality for his own be- 
longings, paramour, or friend, or child. It is not 
clear that the Marshal de Retz, the historical 
original of Biuebeard, whose nameless atrocities 
might have caused Nero to blush, was wholly 
devoid of such feelings.

Odd Things in the History of This 
AnOmalous State—Given to a Grimaldi 
for Doughty Deeds Against the Moors 
— Napoleon’s Doings with It, and 
Why It Has Been So Long Independ- 
ent. 


London Saturday Review. 

A short walk from the Casino of Monte Oario, 
that product of the nineteenth century, takes 
one back in spirit into the very heart of the Mid- 
die Ages. Once within the gates of Monaco, sit- 
fing secure on the summit of its seaward-jut- 
ting rock, and all thoughts of roulette and rail- 
ways and such modern inventions give piace to 
memories of Genoese galleys ana Moorish cor- 
sairs, and the feudal pomps and pageaatries of 
the noisy, pompous, blustering middle ages. 
Monaco consists of a gurden at one eud and a 
palace atthe other. Four parallel streets run 
between them, connected by narrow alleys and 
vaulted passages. The whole is inciosed by a 
fortified wall built on to the rock on which the 
town stands perched high above the sea, which 
surrounds it on three sides. Down below lies 
the port.where the oranges, and lemons, and 
olives, that are the chief produce of the 
tiny State are shipped for exportation. 
This queer little place is the Capital 
of the smallest independent principality in Eu- 
rope, with acode of laws anda diaiect of its 
own, and a Prince who exercises full sovereign 
rights, and who, in spite of all remonstrances, 
vindicates his rights by offering ali foolish per- 
sons every facility for getting rid of their money 
on his territory. How such an anomaly comes 


tor in the neighborh it is still told how, 
oye the Prince was seized as an aristocrat at 
the Revolution, no one from Turigny would de- 
nounce bim. sb be was allowed to keep his head 
on his shoulders. He lost, bowever, both his 
Norman lande and bis principality, which was 
now looked upon as French property. Napoleon 
used the piace as a bospital; sent there his sol- 
diers wounded in the Italian campaign: and when 
the need for it as a hospital bad passed 
away, it was converted into an “ hotel de men- 
dioauts.“ of poor-bouse. But the Princes of 
Monaco had alwaysa happy knack of keeping 
in favor with the powers that be, and were on 
excellent terms withthe Bonapartes. At the 
ace of 1814 the heir of the Grimaldis was re- 
nstated in alihisola rights. In the following 
spring, as he was returning to his principality, 
bis carriage was stopped justafter he had passed 
through Cannes by an imperialist officer, who 
told him.thatsome oneof consequence wished 
to speak to him. He got out of his carriage, and 
a little way of the road found Napoleon, who 
had landed that very day at the Goife Juan on 
his returd from Biba. Incase he should soon 
spread tidings of what be had seen, the Prince 
was escorted back to Cannes, and was uested 
not to continue his journey till the next day. 
By that time Napoleon was ‘safe out of reach, 
and was spurri over the mountains at full 
speed for Grenoble. 

At the final readjustment of Burope that fol- 
lowed the battle of Waterloo, France and Mo- 
naco were placed in the same reiatione as for- 
merly: but a8 Louis XVIII. failed to enforce his 
protection by sending the proper complement 
of troops, as in consequence the Austrians 
occupied Monaco, it was deemed advisable by 
the otber Powers to substitute Sardinian for 
French protection. The conoection with France 
therefore ceased in 1817, when Monaco received 
a Sardinian garrison. In 1848 the revolutionary 
spirit in the air affected Mentone and 
Roquebrune, They threw off their allegiance, 
and constitated themselves into an inde- 
pendent republic under the protection 
of Sardinia. In 1860, when Nice was annexed 
to France, this garrison was also withdrawn, 
and thus the Sardinian, now Italian. protection 
came to au end, as the French had done. It will 
thus de seen that Monaco had never before 
been so entirely independent as it is now. or the 
Prince so entirely his own master as he is at 
present. Certainly not since tue time when 
John Grimaldi, more than four centuries ago, 
acknowledged the vver-lordship of the Duke of 
Savoy for Roquebrune and Mentone. Th 
Monaco has been able to keep ber independen 
while stronger States lost theirs may be simply 
accounted for by the fact that she was always 
coveted by two powerful neighbors instead of 
one, so that each was always willing to save her 
from the clutches of the other. 


A Woman Assaulted by Snakes. 
Oovington (Ky.) Commercial. 

During the week Mrs. Camden, who lives on 
the Lexington and Covington turnpike road, 
one mile tram town, was attacked by two biack 
snakes while on her way to the spring. There 
was a path througha field of grass leading to 
the spring, along which she was going when the 
snakes made tight. One of them wrapped inself 
around her foot and ankle, Wulle the other stood 
on its tail and endeavored to get about her waist 
and neck. She fought the reptiles with a bucket 
which she had in her hands and cried out lustily, 
when her son, a young man, ca to her rescue 
with a hoe. One of the snakes left Mrs. Camden 
and made A vigorous assauit upon the young 
man, but he speedily dispatched it with bis hoe, 
and then went to the relief of his mother, and 
succeeded in killing the other snake. The 
snakes were of the species known as “racers,”’ 
and noted for their propensity to chase people 
when disturbed. They were about five feet long 
and very slim. Mrs. Camden, thougn terribly 
frightened, has suffered no ill consequences 
from the encounter. -

One-half 
of that debt now bears 4 per cent interest, 
a small sum 4}¢ per cent, another portion 35 
per cent, and the remainder bears no interest. 
‘The pending bill authorizing the issue of 2 
per cent bonds will enable the Secretary to 
replace the g per cents with 2 per cent 
bonds. The present interest or bur- 
den, of the public debt is therefore. con- 
sidering its amount, a comparatively light 
one, at least it is not so oppressive as to cal 
for any urgent haste to levy taxes to pay it. 
The public creditors are by no means anxious 
to have it paid; the holders of the 4 per cents 
or n per cents are not offering them for 
payment, nor willing to accept gold for them 
in anticipation of their maturity. Why, 
then, should a scale of taxation whidh pro-

‘Two-thirds of all the structures of the Wool- 
wich Arsenal appear to be given up to the man- 
ufacture of these colossal cannons. At che first 
Stage of their construction there is made a long 
core of cast-steel.

The strips are 
laid on hot, one after another, in coils, and con- 
tracting as they cool, form a breech of prodig- 
ious streagth. Next the gun is placed on a 
lathe, turned smooth, the centre bored out and 
the inside polished until one can see the face re- 
fiected from its curves. The rifling is an opera- 
tion 2 pecuiiar deticacy and skill It 
is e wi a long ti rod, upon the 

eud of which is fixed a cutting-tool of the hard- 
est steel, grooving as it must the steel core of 
the gun. So slowly does the massive cylinder 
revoive that even at the breech, where it bas 
{the largest diameter, it scarceiy seems to move 
at all. The rifiimg-rod, as well as the rate of 
revolution, is regulated by a beautiful piece 
of mechanism. covered with numbered arcs and 
and described as a warvel of mathemat- 
ical applied to a mechanical process.

The Spanish throne is a very elaborate piece 
of furniture.

Among 
the turning missionaries is Dr. Orms- 
by, a prominent Mormon, Mission- 
ary Irvine said that the members of 
his party wers nearly ail provided with funas, 
although none of tem were rich. Most of them 
were young and in the prime of life, and they 
were earnest believers in the religion which they 
bad recentiy embraced. The Scandinavians 
were nearly all farmers, but a few of them were 
fishermen or mechanics. Those trom Great 
Britain were hearly all mechanics, but a few 
were farmers, There were about 100 children. 
The party will start for the West tomorrow. 
Another party of Mormon immigrants will ar- 
rive here on dae of che Guion steamers early in 
September.

Miss Willard’s Lecture on the Becent 

* Iowa Election. 

Mise Frances E. Willard spoke last evening in 
Union Park Congregational Church on the re- 
sults of the recent Towa election and the adop- 
tion of the prohibitory amendment. She said 
that the victory was not an accident, but was or- 
ganized, preémpted, and captured by consecrat- 
ed common sense. After the War there was an 
apathy on the temperance question. The re- 
turning soldiers had been too long a time away 
from the influences of the household. A season 
of interest followed, and the saloons were routed 
horse, foot, and dragoons in 250 towus and vii- 
lages. This was in 1874. The crusade resulted in 
sober, second thought, which was organization.

HUNTING THE WILD BOAR. 


Capt. Ohapman’s Adventures—A Boar 
, Which Lifted a Pony Bodily. 
Correspondence Philadelphia Press. 
LEVANT, May 20.—it was in the Bengai Presi- 
dency, India, that the veteran hunter, Capt. 
Henry Chapman, engaged in what proved the 
most exciting sport of his life. He bad shot the 
tiger, the leopard, the elephant, the buffalo, and 
other beasts, but his contest witha wild boar 
surpassed them all. When the Captain set off in 
guest of a huge beast which he had seen several 
times he was confident of bringing him down, 
his failure to do so in former instanees being 
due, as he told himself, to the fact that be was 
caught unprepared. In the first place,he bestrode 
a thoroughly trained horse—a biooded little 
pony, lithe and supple, and one that bad been 80 
drilled in the sport that he not only understood 
the animal fully, but enjoyed the sport of pursu- 
ing him as much as did his rider. Capt. Chap- 
man’s weapon was a sharp-pointed spear, some 
seven feet in length. This is to be carried firmly 
in bis right hand, with the point projecting a 
foot or more in front of the stirrup-iron, The 
other end of the bamboo shaft is weighted with 
lead. and it musg be beld with an iron grip or it 
will serve no When it is in this position 
the horse is wheeled to one side, as the 
boar charges, and the weapon is thus pre- 
sented in such a fashion that the beast im- 
pales himself upon it. This, of course, is when 
the game does just as the hunter wishes him to 
do; but the beast is not always so accom modat- 
ing, and not infrequently be upsets all caicula- 
tions by departing with terrific energy upon a 

program of his own. 

Capt. Chapman rode at an easy pace toward 
a pateh of wild sugar-cane, in which the boar 
was fond of rging himself during the 
night, after which be would trot back to 
his home in the jungle a number of miles 
away. These animals generally spend the 
darkness in cramming themselves in this fash- 
ion, and when they reach their retreats, pass 
most of the day in. sleep. To venture in their 
lair would be as dangerous as to creep ia upon 
a tigress guarding ber young, and the most daring 
bunter could not be persuaded to think of suca 
athing. The favorit custom is to drive out the 
boar just at daylight, or to come upon him on 
his way bome. He is then apt to be so gorged

After 
riding slowly some distance through the ee of 
the cune, Capt. Chapman stopped his anima! and 
listened. Instantiy be heard some large body 
moving through the stalks, whose agitation 
showed the precise point from which the best was 
approaching. Quite confident that it wag the 
boar, the Captain grasped his bamboo spear and 
held himself ready for the encounter. Just 
when the boar was expected to emerge in front 
of the borse that was facing him, be made a 
swerve to the ſeft and appeared again a dun- 
dred feet away, and trotted off with astonishing 
speed. This was a most exasperating disap- 
pointment to the Captain, who bad drawn bim- 
self up, 80 to speak, to receive the charge, when 
none was made. The horse was as 
quick as his rider to understand the 
failure, and, witbout any di on, 
be galloped after the animal, which was 
speeding toward his own bome as if he was in 
a burry to get his nap, and bad no thought or 
care of the horseman behind bim. Capt. Chap- 
man could not belp admiring his tremendous 
size as be sped along in this fashion. Although 
be had eaten g large meal, he was quite thin in 
the Hanks. his back being high, the bristies stand- 
ing up along the spine in a way that suggested 
be was always in a rage over something. As is 
the custom of the animal, bis head was down 
in front so that the flapping ears were about all 
that was seen, with the exception of terri- 
bie tusks, which projected from the jaws; as it 
seemed to the hunter, like bayonets held by a 
soldier when charging on the double quick. is 
color was a difty blue-black, and, beyond ques- 
on, he was a territic fellow, who was able to 
bold bis own against any of the denizens of the 
jungle in which de made his home. 

During the fow seconds that the Captain was 
admiring the enormous. bour, as he trotted at 
such an easy but swift pace from him, he came 
to the conclusion thai he had committeda very 
improdent thing in starting out alone to hunt 
such a tormidable animal. The invariable cus- 
tom, it may be said, is fora European to have 
company. He generally bas several natives, a 
number of dogs trained to drive out the game and 
bring him into a posidon that will afforda good 
chance to use the spear, or at least the rifle, 
which is slung over the back or rests acroes the 
eaddie, ready for instant use. TheCaptain gave 
his horse free rein, and be speedily struck into a 
sweeping guilop, but the boar, without any ap- 
parent effort, sped still more swiftiy, at 
the same trotting gait. and the pony 
was forced to a run. The steed was now 
gaining slightly, when the hunter observed 
that the game was gradually working off to the 
rigbt,with the purpose of making fur some wood- 
ed hills.in which doubtiess was bis lair. Shquid he 
reach them, he might take his nap at once, with- 
out giving any thought to horses, dogs, or hunt- 
ers. Leaving the nog to trot along on bis swift 
gait, Capt. Chapman immediately wheeled his 
horse sharply to the right,put him ona dead run, 
and in a few minoutés succeeded in placing 
himself in front of the game. 

He was right in his supposition, for the boar, 
like an express engine coming round a curve, 
turned more and more, until quite soon it was 
coming straight toward the horse and bis rider, 
who were braced to receive the charge, which 
was certain to be aterrificone. The boar, with 
bis head lowered, his long tusks gleaming, his 
eyes fairly ablaze, now came straight as an ar- 
row. When a hundred feet distant he uttered a 
savage. sniffing grunt and burst intoa dead run 
tor the borse and rider. Then was the time 
when the hunter’s nerves were tested to the ut- 
most, as were those of the trained pony. 

Capt. Chapman poised the keen. spear with a 
grip of iron, and, though the horse trembled 
trom forelock to hoof with excitement, he heid 
his position while that formidable beast came 
down upon bim with such terrific monentum. 
Just as the pony was seemingly doomed to be 
clove intwain by those tremeadous tusks, be 
leaped lightly to the left, so that the boar 
charged directly upon the leveled spear 
instead. The Captain bela his breath and 
concentrated his strength, as yume | to 
impale the game, but the atter 
was more cunning than he suspected, and he 
turned bis bead aiso in such a way that the 
point of the weapon siipped along his skull like 
the gianciug prow of a ram aguinst the steel- 
plated bull of a monitor, inflicting no injury 
whatever. At sucha time there is no chance 
for a second use of the weapon, thougbd it has 
been used for prodding the beast ineffectual! 
in the back or sides. The bodr shot his 
snout under the pony's belly, and then 
threw up his bead with the purpose of 
using his fearful tusks on the animal: but 
there seemed to be blunderirg all around just 
then. The momentum of the boar carried his 
bead a little further than he sup or in- 
tended, and when he flirted his bead irresistibly 
upward, the tusks which were meant to pierce 
the body of the horse, grazed the other side 
much as the spear had grazed the head of the 
boar himself. But nothing proved the 
prodigious strength of this animal more 
than that when he raised his head he 
actually lilted the horse clear off his feet, 
and, without any appara great effort either.

Luxury, if it js well considered, is a good thing. 
Wecan imagine no more retined or elevated 
plane of existence than that of the luxurious 
Greeks, who made even the grave far more at- 


. tractive than we do our nobiest palaces, Flowers, 


and statues, and vases, the most exquisit paint- 
ings, the choicest gems, followed the eyes that 
could no longer see into the darkness of the 
tomb. And of their lives we read this great 
lesson, that unless luxury was born of a thougbt, 
unless it gave evidence of some poetic inspira- 
tion, it was not considered luxurious. They 
treated their most recondite of all loves—the 
love with which we love the dead—with a re- 
fined luxury. They carried into their feasts 
and into their extravagance the same exquisit 
economy. 

But the Romaus had a different idea. Profuse, 
lavish, ridioulous, coarse, vulgar was their lux- 
ury, if indeed the word should be so far pro- 
faned. Unnecessary food, unreal trappings, 
giuttony instead of gourmandism, drunkenness 
instead of exhilaration, Nero in place of Per- 


icles. 
These thoughts of Greeks and Romans have 
been forced upon us by the overwhelming iux- 


ury of the dinners and luncbes of the past win- 


ter. Given one splendid dinner, and the popu- 
lar emulation becomes excited. More silver and 
more gold. more Japanese and Chinese plates 
more faience, more favors, bouquets, pain 
ribbons, nted silkeu reticules as gay as 
Cleopatra's yellow sail, more bonbonnieres; 
and so we go on loading and loading

For it. might have been bought 
a choice ume, a beautiful engraving, a water- 
color, a lace fan perbaps, luxurious and useful 
(a bit of lace is real luxury; it lasts over the 
next day; every woman loves it). Why this 
waste of money on these senseiess favors?—as 
poor in their Way as the embossed valentine, the 
perforated and cheaply-decorated valentine of 
the past, so unreal in its poorness of attempted 
ornament that even the valentine-sender now 
selects a piece of brown paper, tied with a tow 
string, for very weariness Of this vanished dar- 
img of the past. 

Much of the love of china is real, and the 
study of it is an improving work. But how 
much the overburdened table which broke down 
bad to bear of the insincere and tasteless crock- 
ery or imitanon china which does duty for tue 
real thing! All the fat-legged cherubs that bold 
up imitation Dresden vases, what preteuders 
they are! What crimes are committed in the 
name of Sévres! 

Fiowers can hardly be abused, yet modern 
luxury shows great talent at this. The singer 
Nilsson used to look at ber flowers next day, a 
mass of faded leaves, and with simple Swedish 
thrift regret the money thrown away on them. 
Put in any other form, the money would have 
lasted in a better form than faded flowers. 
There was ap American recklesness that in- 
cluded bad taste even in her floral tributes. 

The profusion of wines that no one can taste, 
particularly at ladies’ lunches, the overwhelm- 
ing abundance of food which repels and nause- 
ates, all this is Roman, not Greek, luxury. Ata 
lunch women want at mostachop or a sweet- 
bread, the wing of a bird and an ice, and perhaps 
one glass of champagne. They are ated to 
oysters, bouilion, lobster farci, sweetbreads, 
cotelettes a la financiere (excellent and Wall- 
street-suggestive name), filet aux champignons, 
Reman punch, birds, pate, cabinet pudding, 
ices, jellies, fruit, and black coffee, Sauterne, 
champagne, sherry, Madeira, claretgBurgundy, 
and what not? 

The result is headache, a return home with 
one’s arms ful of favors made of straw, and 
the remark, * Well, really, this was the most ex- 
pensive lunch!“ 

“Truly, straws show which way the wind 
blows.”’ 

It must always be an ignoble ambition to de- 
sire to give a more expensive meal than one’s 
neighbor. Thére is the vulgarity of the Ameri- 
can entertainer. Lucullus of old took Gare that 
his cates were delicate and rare, and of not too 
great abundance Lucullus of today gives 
too much. We out-Roman the Romans. We 
have lost the sentiment of the feast, as we have 
lost the sentiment of the serenade. 

People who give entertainments which are 
thus overioaded with a false luxury are apt to be 
too much preoccupied to make themselves 
agreeabie. y are thinking of the procession 
of the courses’ more than of the procession of 
the equinoxes.

LEPROSY. 


A Discussion at a Meetlag of the New 
York County Medical Seciety. 
New York Times. 

There was a iong and interesting discussion at 
the meeting of the County Medical Society last 
evening, in which Prof. Jacobi, Dr. E. G. Raw- 
son, Dr. Carpenter, the Secretary of the society, 
and Prof. F. R. Sturgis, its President, partici- 
pated. The subject was “ Leprosy,” a paper 
presented by Prof. Henry G. Piffard, and illus- 
trated by the examination of a patient in the 
tuberculous stage of the disease. The patient 
was a native of Japan who came to this country 
several yearsago. At home his business was that 
of an agricultural laborer, but after bis arrival 
here he went to work in a packing-bouse. The dis- 
ease was deve in this climate, and he was 
admitted to the New York Hospitalin the latter 
part of May, and subsequently sent to the 
where be came under the notice of Prof. Piff 
and Prof. Sturgis. His limbs were already cov- 
ered with well-marked leprous tuberc!
